Prohibition in Kansas. 


The State of Kansas has become rathor 
notorious for its probibitory legislation aud 
in the estimation of many for the failure of 
that prohibition to prohibit. There is an- 
other side of the question, however, and the 
liquor advocates had feet as well not halloo 
too loudly till they be out of the woods 
The prohibitory amendment to the constitu- 
tion of Kansas was adopted only in the au- 
tumn of 1880 or about seyen yearango. The 
law to enforce this amondment went into ef 
fect only in May, 1882, or a little more than 
five years ago. The majority by which the 
amendment was adopted was small aud con 
sequently many of the temperance people 
were afraid of the result. Indeer they rath 
er oxpectedfthat{the whole would remain a 
dead letter. For several years there was a 
strong feeling against the enforcement of the 
Amendinent: In short, everything was ap- 
parently in favor of a free liquor traffic, 
But the$growing rentiment in the country 
and in the smaller towns bas at last become 
a0 intensified thatfofficials have been forced 
whether they would or no to see that the law 
was Bbanrrad. Avd pow it may be said that 
this prohibitory law is enforced as fally as 
any other criminal enactment. The Gover 
nor of the State wax at first opposed alto 
gether to prohibition. He believed it could 
not be carried through. In a late communi- 
cation, however, to the associated press this 
official has read his recantation and has 
stated what he knows about the state of mat 
tern in Kansas, He says the progress made 
since 1880 has been marvellous. ‘The popu 
lation anid the mileage of railways have near 
ly doubled, the value of farm products has 
increaged from $84,521,002 in 1880 to $264, 
000,000 in 1886 and everything else has made 
a corresponding advance. Having made 
these statements the Governor sums up the 
whole in the following wise and significant 
terms: — 

“The cities and towns of Kansas, with 
hardly an exception, have kept pace in 
igrowst and prosperity with this marvellous 
development of the state. Many of them 
have doubled their population during the 
past year, and it is a remarkable fact that 
several cities and towns languished or stood 
still until they abolished their saloons, and 
from that date to the present time their 
growth and prosperity has equalled, and in 
keme instances surpassed, that of other 
places with equal natural advantages, 

The summing up of the facts of a census 
confute and confound those who assert that 
the material prosperity of any community 
promoted by the presence of saloons. So 
far as Kansas and all ber cities and towns 
are concerned, the reverse of this assertion is 
true, The most wonderful era of prosperity, 
of material, moral and intellectual develop- 
ment, of growth in the country, c and 
towns over witnessed on the American con- 
tinon’ has been illustrated iz Kansas during 
the past two years, the neriod of its most en- 
ergetic and complete enforcement.” 

The fact is, that in Kaneas and every 
where else the probibitory movement is of 
the nature of a great moral reform. More 
and more it is evident that the great mass of 
the best of the people are behind it, aud to 
all appearance the day is not far distant 
when the wonder will be, as in the case of 
slavery, thut the saloon, with all its shock- 
ing and demoralizing accessories, should ever 
have been tolerated in any community mak- 
ing the slightest pretentions to civilization. 
It does nore harm than war, fainine, pestil- 
ence, the brothel and the gambling hell do 
all combined, and why it should so long have 
been not only tolerated but SaaS is a 
marvel which cannot casily, if at all, be ex

ashes were exported from Ontario to the val 
ue of $18,289, in 1886 to the value of $27,- 
From Quebec, however, in 1885, ash 
(pot, pearl and leached) were exported in 
value $161,444; in 1886 in value $133,784

t Britain and the New England States, 
most of the Ontario ashes will be handled 
through Montreal 

In view of the above exportation, and of 
the great waste of ashes in Ontario, it is 
worth while for the farmer to consider 
whether it pays to waste or to sell for five or 
ten cents in cash or barter a bushel of ashes 
for which the caterprising New England 
farmer offers 25 cents by the car load. 

Plants draw upon the air and soil for their 
nourishment. From the former they can ob- 
tain water, carbon, oxyyen and nitrogen, 
either directly through their leaves, or indi- 
rectly through their roots from the washing 
of the rains. These build up starch, sugar, 
cellulose, woody tibre, fat aud much of the 
nitrogen compounds (albuminoids, ete.) The 
ash, or mineral matter, however, which is 
just as necessary for vegetable and animal 
lifo, is derived from the mineral salts of the 
soil. Hence it is of importance that the 
quantity of mineral matter in the soil be not 
decreased or exhausted. Products in the 
form of starch, sugar, fat and albuminoids 
can be sold without exhausting a soil, but 
the removal of ash or mineral matter without 
compensation is a sure and certain metho of 
deterioration. farm will be less exhaust- 
ed hy the sale of its produce in the form of 
beef than in the form of grain, less exbaust- 
ed _in the sale of cream or butter than of 
milk, etc, The return of the ashes to the 
soil, whence they have come, is economical, 
just, necessary. 

Unbleached ashes are valued for the pot- 
ash, phosphoric acid and lime which they 
contain. In addition magnesia, iron, soda 
and sulpharic acid are found. 

Leaching removes the salts which are sol- 
nble in water; these are the potash salts, 
The leached ashes contain from one to two 
per cent. of potash—all the other ingredients 
of the fresh ashes remain in about the same 
proportions, A bushel of fresh. ashes aver- 
ages 48 Ibs., of leached ashes 55 lbs. The 
latter contain wore moisture. 

PRACTICAL CONCLUSIONS. 

1, Ashes are very beneficial to all soils 
more oF less impoverished, especially sandy 
svils

Ashes are adapted to every crop of a 
wooly nature, especially fruit trees and 
vines. 

3. Hardwood ashes are worth to the farm- 
er unleached about 20 cents per bushel, 
leached about 10 cents per bushel. Soft: 
wood ashes area little less valuable. 

4, Coal ashes contain little or no plant 
food. ‘They are a good absorbent, make 
first-class roarl beds, and are well adapted 
for filling in hollow walls. 

Apply from one half to one ton of fresh 
ashes per acre, three to four tons of leached 
ashes, 
§. All wood ashes should be kept under 
cover, ina dry place.

Evaporated vs. Dried Fruit. 


The term “evaporated " has become wall 

established in the markets, for frait prepared 

by ortificial heat, as distinguished from that 

dried in the primitive way of ex to 
the sun, Evaporated fruit being dried rap: 

idly, has not time to become changed and 
partly soured, and being dried in the dark, 

remains beautifully white, instead of turning 
brown like that exposed to the sun; besides 
there are the important advantages of free- 
dom from dost, and the soiling by insects, 
birds, otc. The evaporated fruit presents 
such a superior appearance, there ia no won 

der that it brings a much higher price in the 
market or stores than ordinary dried fruit, 
This is o matter of so much importance, that 
one who has any considerable quantity of 
fruit to preserve by drying, cannot afford to 
go on in the old fashioned way. There are 
several driers or evaporators now offered at 
a moderate price, which turn out as good 
products as the expensive machines first in- 
troduced. The difference in the price be 

tween the superior and inferior article, will 
readily pay for a good drier in one season, 
With artificial heat one is not liable to loss 
in stormy weather, which stops the drying 
in the sun, and it is often vory difficult to 
keep the partly dried fruit from spoiling, 
Indeed, the advantages of drying by artificial 
heat are so many and so obvious, that we ad 
vise all interested to look into the merits of 
the several driers now offered with a view to 
purchase. Not ovly is artificial heat supe- 
rior for drying frait, but vegetables, espe- 
cially sweet corn, are much better in flavor 
and appearance than when dried in the old 
way.—American Ayriculturiat for September,

HE SIAMESE AMAZONS. 


and Discipline of the King’s 
Body Guard. 


Military Skil 


Tho Siamese Prince, now in America, 
writes 4 correspondent, has given us some 
curious information about the King’s 
Amazons, the royal guard being composed 
maticely of women. The battalion consists 
of 400 women, chosen among the handsom- 
est and most robust girls in the country. 
They receive excellent pay and their discip- 
line is perfect. They are admitted to serve 
at the age of thirteen nnd are placed in the 
army of reserve at twenty-five. From that 
period they no longer serve about the king's 
person, but are employed to guard the royal | 
palaces and the crown lands. 

On entering the army the amazons make 
a vow of chastity, for which there is no ex- 
emption unless any of them should attract 
the King’s attention and be admitted among 
his legitimate wives. The King’s choice 
seldom falls on the most beautiful, but on 
the most skilled in military exercises. The 
costume these women wear is yery rich, 
Their full dress is composed of a’ white 
woollen robe, embroidered with gold. The 
cloth is extremely fine, and descends as far 
as the knee overed with a light coat 
of mail and The arms are free 
and the head is covered with a gilt casque. 
When wearing this dress on state occasions 
their only weapon is lance, which they 
handle with wonderful dexterity. With 
their undress they are armed with a musket. 
The battalion is composed of four companies, 
and each company of 100 women command 
ed by a captain of their own sex. Should 
the captain of the company dio the company 
is drilled during three days by tho king, 
who appoints the most competent to succeed 
to the command. 

The King of Siam never undertakes 
expedition without being accompanied by 
his female guard, nor does he ever hunt, or 
eyen ride, without an escort of the same 
guard, who are devotedly attached to his 
n. Every individual) of the battalion 
has five negresses attached to her service, 
aud haying thus no domestic occupation she 
can devote hersgl{ exclusively to the duties 
of her profession. ‘There is « parade ground 
near the city, where one company is station 
ed for two days every week to exercise 
themselves in the use of the i.ace, the pistol 
and the rifle. The King attends once a 
month at these exercises, accompanied by

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My Method For Making Bread.

It is not improbable that it 
was an old country-dance of this region. 
Queen Marie-Antoinette introduced it aaa 
pendant to the minuet, other steps being 
subsequently added, so as to form what was 
known asa minuetde la cour. There is also 
4 solitary gavotte, which however can be 
danced only by professionals, 

Within the last few years the researches 
of Dr. John Evans have cutablished the fact 
that for a full, century prior to Cywsar'a in 
vasion gold coins were minted by British 
kings, such as Tincommius and Verica, of 
whose existence we possess no other record. 
The Britons not only employed this gold 
coinage, but had a smaller currency of the 
motal which gave the island its early com: 
mercial importance, These tin coins were 
cast in wooden moulds, as is shown by the 
impression of the grain of the wood, which 
is visible upon them, while the route fol: 
lowed by the British tin-trado is indicated 
by the curious fact that they are rude, imi- 
tations of the coins of the Phocean colony 
of Marseilles, where money was minted as 
early as the fifth century B, C, These coins 
of course bear no dates.

Hfow Indians Poison their Arrows. 


I explained to him what I wished to 
know, and, without the slightest hesitation.

“Tell my brother all about the poisoned 
arrows.” 

“Well,” said tho old man, “first we take a 
bloated yellow rattlesnake in August, whep 
ho is most poisonous, and tie him with a 
forked stick to astako; then we toase him 
until he isin a great, rage. ‘This is done by 
paasing a switch overhis body from his head 
to his tail. When he threshes the ground 
with his body and his eyes grow’bright ond 
sparkle like diamonds wo kill a deer, ante- 
lope or some other small animal, and 
tearing out the liver throw it to the snake, 
while it is warm and the blood is still cours 
ing through it. The reptile will strike it 
again and again, and pretty soon. it will 
turn black, When be tires the snake is 
toasdd again, and ho is induced to sink his 
fangs into the soft flesh until all the poison 
has boon extracted from him and the liver 
is rocking with it, He is then killed, aad 
the liver lifted with a sharp polo, for so 
dangerous is it noone dares to touch It. 
Tho liver is let lie for about an hour, when 
it will be jot black and emit o sour smell 
‘Arrows are~thon brought and thelr iron 
hoads pushed into the liver up_ to the shaft. 
Thoy are left sticking there for about an 
hour avd a half, when they are withdrawn 
and dried in the sua, A thin, glistening, 
scum adheres to the arrow, and if it #o much 
‘as touches raw flosh it is certain to poison it 
to death.” 4

Who Discovered the Hudson. 


A London. publisher iasued a few months 
ago a facsimile of the famous Ribero map, 
made in 1529, and copies of it are bein, 
cured by the principal historical libraries of 
the country, It was the greatest map mado 
up to its timo, and embraced the discoveries 
of the oarly Spanish, Portaguese and French 
voyagera. A copy received at the State 
library at Albany ‘has convinced a writer in

Dr, George H, Moore, of the Lenox Li- 
brary, which also has a copy,of the map, 
observes, however, that it would be a wise 
man who should decide whether the stream 
indicated {is the Hudson river or Chess- 
peake bay, ao yory uncertain ore the outlines 
and no dofoctive is the scale, Tho ant 
unquestionably covers the coast of North 
Amorion,, but the only points indicated with

The Fishery Commission. 


The announcement of the new Fishery 
Commission has, of course, created the live- 
liest interest both in Canada and the United 
States, Until something more is known as 
to the scope and objects of the body than 
the ty information hitherto received, 
discussion must be mainly based on conjeo 
ture. In Washington uncertainty seems to 
prevail as to whether any now treaty is con- 
templated, or whether all that is hoped to 
be accomplished ix to patch up some sort of 
agreement by which friendly relations under 
the present treaty can be secu 

If the functions of the Commission are 
narrowed to the latter object, the scheme is 
wholly inadequate and disappointing, and 
most result in failure, The Americans want 
the privilego of fishing in Canadian waters, 
and we do not propose to surrender it with- 
out some valuable equivalent. It is possible, 
of courae, that the Salisbury Administration, 
which bas never shown conspicuous back 
bone in the business, thinks that the pomp 
and cireumstance of a commission can be in 
yoked to reconcile Canadians to a virtual 
surrender, 
negotiations have in view m thorough re ar 
rangement of the trade relations between 
both couhtries, If not it is a uscless under 
taking 

It seoms to be taken for granted that one 
of the British Commissioners will be a Cana- 
dian, and the fitness of things indicates the 
appointment of some member of the Govern- 
ment Whoever he may be, the country 
will look to the Canadian member of the 
Commission to assert the rights of the Do 
minion strongly and fearlessly, and do his 
utmost to prevent any such abandonment of 
our just claims as bas previously character- 
ized British diplomacy in America, —-T'oron 
to News. 


Ounce again bas 
Conaila’ been «disgraced before the vivilized 
world by the wanton and bratal assault on 
the Salvation Army procession in the city of 
Quebec.

The Marmora Iron Mines. 


From ao large-sized pamphlet concernir 
the manufacture and proddation of iron, 
steel and coal in Canada, we gather the fol 
lowing regarding iron mining in the town- 
ship of Marmorat— 

“This township has long been noted for 
its iron mines. In 1821 it was first adver- 
tised for salo, but from the rocky an 
swampy character of a large portion of the 
land it did not make much progress towards 
settlement, and, in 1850 only contained 593 
inhabitants, The village of Marmora ia sit- 
uated on Crow River, 41 miles from Peter- 
boro and 32 miles from Belleville. Iron 
works were first commenced in this town- 
ship about the year 1830, by a Mr 
Hayes, who after spending etek for- 
tune, had to give up the property to 
his creditors; the late Hon, Peter McGill, of 
Montreal, to whom over $200,000 was owing, 
in this way came into possession of the 
place, and the works were for a time carried 
on in his interest, under the management of 
Mr, Manchan, who represented Kingston in 
the Upper Canada Parliament, but they re 
sulted in @ heavy financial loss, In 1847 
Mr. Van Norman visited the works aud was 
tempted by the appearance of the great ore 
beds in the immodiate vicinity, the Blairton 
big bed included, to proceed to Montreal and 
see Mr. MoGill, and bought the proporty for 
$21,000. In the fall of the same year he 
moved to Marmora, aud after spending a 
large sum in fitting up the furnace, putting 
in machinery, ovevs, blowing apparatus, 
erecting and repairing buildings, cutting 
cord.wood and making it into charcoal for 
fuel, everything was finally ready and the 
furnace was started the following summer. 
The result was a bitter disappointment, for 
after being used to an easily reducible bog 

. Mr. Van Norman now had to treat a 

yory rich in metallic iron, The 
harcoal used per ton vf iron was 
consequently very Jarge, and nothing but 
loss attended every effort he made, After 
the iron was made it had to be carted thirty- 
two miles to Belleville, over rocks and cor- 
deroy roads #0 rugged that the wagons were 
constantly breaking down and even the shoes 
of the horses pulled off, It was found abso- 
lutely necessary to get some new route, 80 a 
road was opened from the works to Healey's 
Falls, on the Trent River, a distance of nine 
miles, and the iron taken from. there by 
steamboat to Rice Lake, and carted thence 
twelve miles to the dock at Cobourg. Up 
to this time the price of iron rauged from 
$30 to $35 per ton, but in 1848, however, 
owing to the completion of the St, Lawrence 
Canals and other things, pig iron fell to $16 
per ton at Belleville and Cobourg, Not be- 
ing able to manufactare and sell iron at these 
figures, Mr, Van Norman was compelled to 
stop the works, having lost everythiog—not 
having even moncy enough left fo got away 
from the place. Unexpected relief caine, 
however, in the shape of a letter from Mr 
McGill, expressing regret at his failure and 
enclosing a cheque for $500, A company 
was formed in Belleville for the purpose of 
purchasing the property and auother attempt 
was made to work the mines, The mines 
consisted of two blast furnaces of good zize. 
The company spared no expense in fitting up 
the furnaces and employed practical assist- 
ants to superintend the work, ‘The quanti- 
ty of pig iron produced was five tons per 
day. Owing to some difficulty between the 
directors and some of the stockholders the 
works were stopped after making the test. 
It is eaid that the company sunk about 
$100,000, In 1856 an English company se- 
cured’ the property and rebuilt the old fur- 
nace anc afterwards built a new ove cased 
with iron, and put them in working order 
again. However, they did not run long 
The grounda given were that the iron was 
too rich for economical working in a blast 
furnace, If flux was not very largely used 
the iron being converted into wrought iron 
and burning, not melting By the time they 
stopped it. ia estimate the company lost 
about $350,000. Tn 1866 one of the furnaces 
was put in blast hy Mr. Bentley, of Mar- 
mora, who worked it for forty days, and in 
1867 the property passed into the hands of 
an Atnerican cxmpany, who mined the ore 
and shipped it to Pittsburg. In 1869 they 
amalgamated with the Cobourg and Peter- 
boro Railway Company and hare been siuce 
known as the Cobourg, Petorboro and Mar 
ra Railway and Mining Company. In 
1875 an attempt was made by Mr, W. H 
Fraser, now at Ottawa, to smelt iron ore 
with crude petroleum in ono of the Marmora 
furnaces. The experiments were not suc- 
cessful.” 


Canadian Live Stock. 


A strong argument for commercial union 
is found in the fact that Canada is rapidly 
becoming a great centre fer thoroughbred 
and grade stock of most superior quality. 
Even the coarse Cotswold and Suuthdown 

rade sheep have been taken in thousands 
foe Canada to New Mexico, Texas and old 
Mexico to improve the stock there, and sell 
for high prices. Canadian horses are known 
all over the United States as being the most 
hardy and usefal for general purposes. 
Canadian milch cows and beef cattle as a 
class have no superiors on the continent. 
Since the development of the Northwest 
there has been a great tendency, particular- 
ly in Ontario, in the direction of fino stock, 
and there is no coutroyerting the assertion 
of the farmers and breeders who say that 
commercial union would mean a vastly in- 
creased price for such animals as Renita 
used for improving the broods in the ad- 
joining States, And this is an industry that 
takes a place second to none, In fact, when 
we como to. look for industries which will be 
injured by unrestricted reciprocity, none are 
found oxcopt those fostered by a very bigh 
tariff, which are now using their opportuni 
ties to extort money fron the Canadian 
ncople, Of course these know their craft is 
in dasier! bat it would not be a vary serious 
thing for the Canadian people if these ex- 
tortioners were held in check by a proper 
fear of the time when there will be no Diana 
of the Ephesians, — News

HEALTH. 


Good Nursing. 


Cheerfal companions, attendants and vis- 
itorsa—if any are admitted—are as necessary, 
or as appropriate, as pure air, sunlight and 
pleasant surroundings. Tho Influoice of 
the mind over the body is far greater than 
is usually supposed, animating or depress 
ing, and can not well be overrated, The 
long-faced gentry, with repulsive counten. 
ances, breathing an atmosphere of condensed 
acidity, constantly expecting some terrible 
ovent, some unlooked for calamity to b 
the sick, some awful change in tho woathor, 
eto., have no mission in the sick room, if, 
indeed, they haye in any decent society 
Those who constantly look on tho dark side, 
predicting unfavorable changes, who de 
light in reciting the history of similar cases, 
all of which terminated fatally, attended by 
unusual pains aud sufferings, can not but 
oxert a pernicious influence, seriously modi 
fying the symptoms, rendering a recovery 
more and more doubtful the longer their in: 
fluence is felt. Tho boisterous und reckless, 
on the one hand, and the cunning whispors, 
with evil surmising, on the othor, should be 
carefully excladed from the sick room, 
particularly when the patient is delicate 
and sensitive. Indeed, no intelligent and 
prudent porson will be cithor clamorous or 
whisper, when tho caso is regarded as 
doubtful. If there is whispering, the aver- 
age pationt will wish to know the occasion 
for it, while careful listening will often pro- 
duce an undesirable fatigue, Such slyness, 
such attempts to conceal important truths 
ax it may naturally appear to the sick, will 
naturally excite curiosity if not alarm, the 
patient ‘suspecting worse results than are 
anticipated by the attendants. Nothing of 
the kind should ever be allowed in the sick 
room, Pleasant, cheerful tones, remarks 
not demanding much consideration, no 
alarm, with smiling faces, cordial greetings, 
countenances expressive of hope and assur- 
ance—as much so as the circumstances will 
possibly admit—will logitimatoly aid in ar- 
suaging the rigors of the symptoms, and miti- 
gating the sufferings. Shall visitors be ad- 
mitted? To exclude all will convince the 
pee that the case is serious, reacting un- 
favorably, If admitted, it should be with 
careful restrictions. If { were dangerously 
sick, I should wish the company of one or 
more loved friends, taking my hand in 
theirs, with one on my brow, while I might 
be permitted to listen to cheering words of 
affection, not being expected to answer 
many questions, nor to have the conver- 
sation so continued as to produce fatigue. 
Indeed the simple presence of such a friend, 
with conversation for only a few moments, 
might be sufficient. To exclude all would 
convince me that my friends despaired of my 
life, making me feel keenly that I was de- 
serted in my time of need, by those who 
should sympathize with and cheer me. 
The presence of judicious friends, I feel 
sure, will effect more good than harm. 


Cigarettes. 

Whether or not young Mr, Knevals died 
of smoking cigarettes, itis perfectly well 
known to physicians that aman may dice 
from carrying that practice to an excess, 
and that excessive cigarette smoking does 
do a great deal of harm. In the first place, 
ople who smoke cigarettes do more smok- 
ing than those who use cigars and pipes, If 
aman is :going to leave his office to run 
across the street for a minute, or is walking 
to the corner to take a horse car, he will not 
light a cigar ; he knows it must be thrown 
away immediately, and a sense of economy 
testrains him. But if he isin the habit of 
rolling cigarettes, ho may take a whiff at 
any time, and is pretty ‘sure to be always 
doing it. The result is that where a non- 
smoker has the benofit of somo fresh air in 
the lungs whenever he is out of doors, the 
cigarette smoker takes in air charged with 
nicotine. 
Smokers of cigars and pipes do not, asa 
rule, inhale smoke, but cigarette smokers 
do, Why this should be, it is difficult to 
say, but it isan acknowledged fact that it 
isso, It is thus easy to see why the results 
of cigarette smoking should bo so baneful. 
The air in reaching the lungs and the blood 
goes through the windpipe and the bron- 
chial tubes. Between the windpipe and the 
lungs the bronchial; ubes keep dividing into 
two. This incessant subdivision reduces 
them ultimately to great fineness. In the 
lungs they are sca cely wider than a hair, 
At the end of each bronchial tube there is 
what is called 4 pneumonic globule, It is 
in this globule that the air and blood meet ! 
it is here that the blood becomes ‘‘aerated,” 
or oxygenized. In the case of men who in- 
hale the smoke of cigarettes, these globules, 
instead of receiving fresh air, receive air 
charged with nicotine, In order to know 
the extent to which the lungs receive the 
Paseo air it is only necessary to remem- 

r that the area of these pneumonic glob- 
ules is some 1,200 square feet. 
There is a popular notion that the paper 
wrappings of cigarettes do the mischief. 
Tne paper perhaps does burn the mouth. 
The wrappers of some Turkish cigarettes 
are impregnated with opium, and these, of 
course, do harm; but that is not the fault of 
the cigarette, The trouble with cigarettes 
is that people will smoke cigarettes at times 
when they will not smoke cigars, and that 
cigarette smokers thus use more tobacco 
than other people, and that cigarette smok- 
ers inhale tobacco and take into the lungs 
air charged with nicotine, 


Sun-Stroke, 


When a person falls with sun-stroke, he 
should at once be taken to the coolest place 
available, His clothing should be removed 
and cold applications made to his head and 
over the whole body. Pieces of ice may be 
acked around the head, or cold water may 
poured upon the body from the water 
pot. The ice-pack to the spine and cold 
enemata will also be found of advantage. 
Asa preventive measure there is nothing 
like keeping out of the sun; but where this 
is imposstble, as in che case of laborers, and 
others, a device consisting of a cloth or 
large handkerckief fastened to tho hat- 
band, will be found of advantage in shield- 


ing the back of the head from the sun's 
rays.

Is Abilities,

The qualities that have made Henry M. 
Stanloy #o wuccoasful avon African travellor 
haye been yery conspicuous in his latest un 
dertaking, with is porhaps the most difficult 
enterprise hehas conducted. He has accom 
plished the feat of leading 750 men, most of 
them heavily laden with ammunition and 
other stores’ intended for Emin Pasha, 
through 350 miles of famine-stricken doun 
try. He required five steamors to carry his. 
expaciies to the Aruwimi, but he found 
only three steamboats available and with 
these inadequate resources he managed, by 
taking a lot of barges in tow, to transport 
nearly four-fifths of his party 800 miles up 
the river, arriving at the Aruwimi a day or 
two before he expected to reach that.point. 
Tho sufferings of his expedition may be in 
ferred trom the fact that the collapse of a 
number of his men, who were unable to 
proceed, waa due tolely to weakness result- 
ing from their scanty rations. When hun- 
ger drove his hundreds of carriers to the 
verge of revolt, between Stanley Pole and 
Bolobo, Stanley put the rebellious ring- 
leaders in irons, and his prompt severity 
restored discipline and saved his expedition 
from the ruin that threatened it. 
Stanloy has not been very popular with 
most of the men he has introduced on the 
Congo. With rare exceptions he has not 
taken them into his confidence or mingled 
with them on terms of personal intimacy. 
One of them, who served for three years 
under him in important positions wrote 
that he rarvly consulted his subordinates, 
never confided his plans to them, and that 
he had lived for years with Stanley and 
still felt that he did not know the man. 
. Stanley told me,” said Lieut. 
to pack my baggage and be 
ready to start in an hour, f would not 
dream of asking him where we were going. 
He would simply tell me my own dutics 
required all my attention.” These very 
men, who have not admired Stanley in his 
personal relations with his subordinates

The characteristic prompt- 
ness, also, with which he cuts Gordian 
knots that he cannot untic was well illus- 
trated by the alacrity with which hé de- 
spatched a force of solciers and seized the 
steamer Henry Reed after the! missionaries 
had tormally declined to let him have the 
services of that vessel. A few hours after 
he reached Stanley Pool he had four parties 
of hunters on the waters of that broad ex- 
panse shooting Bispace and the meat 
these hunters supplied was all that saved 
his expedition from dire distress.

much impaired. In another case the pa: 
tient was slapped by his father upon the left 
ear, and immediate pain and deafness on- 
sued with a bloody discharge, from which he 
was three months in recovering. 

The dangers to which Dr, Sexton calls 
attention aro so grave that parents and all 
others should choose some other method of 
punishing thoir childron than boxing tho 
oars. It in vot improbable that, if Dr. Sex- 
ton pursues his enquiries furthor, he will 
find other cases in which brain disease has 
followed this barbarous practice,

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BRAIN SURGERY. 


Remarkable Operation in a Hospital. 


Dr. McDonnell and his 
few days ago in their room in a Chicago ho- 
tel in an unconscious condition, both having 
been shot, which was the would-te murder- 
er and snicide is as yet a mystery. From 
interviews with a number of the physicians 
who had examined Dr. McDonnell’s wound, 
and from statements elicited from members 
of the family, it seemed improbable that he 
could have shot himself, and the case seem- 
ed to be one of murder, The result of sur- 
gical consultation was decisive that the only 
means of saving McDonnell’s life was by an 
immediate, bold, and delicate operation, no 
less thau an invasion of the brain itself in o 
search for the death-dealing bullet.

Out of this hole brain substance was con- 
stantly oozing, Next the bleeding vessels 
Were caught with constricting tweezers and 
tied with catgut; then fifteen or “twenty 
broken, shattered pieces of skull were care: 
fully picked out of the brain, and the sur. 
geon carefully explored the wounded brain 
for the bullet, which was soon found and 
located two inches under the brain itself, 
in a direction downward and forward from 
the point of entrance. Dr. Stecle carricd 1 
pair of forceps along a guide ton bullet, and 
ashe abstracted itand held it up to his 
confreres said: ‘‘Here is the bullet, and 

robably we have saved thia man's life ;,nt 
last we havo given him the one chance to 
recover by undertaking thia operation.” A 
rubber drainage tubo was then inserted, 
the wound carefully washed out, and packed 
with iodoform ganzo, and layer after layer of 
medicated chéeso cloth, and all over a starch 
bandage, when he was removed to bed from 
the operating room and a huge ice bag placed 
around his head to combat inflammation. 
The operation was certain!y « brilliant suo- 
cess, and bide fair to save his lifeand prevent 
another murder being added to the long list 
of the year, 
The wife of Dr. McDonnell, who was alao 
removed to thethospital, has almost recover 
ed from the slight scalp wound’ from which 
sho suffered, and is under treatment for in- 
ternal troubles, from which she has /auffered 
for some time.

They all 

follow tracks which seem to radiate yfrom 

the constellation Perseus. The an 
August meteor may, indeed, be far removed 
along its whole length, from that well- 
known constellation. But if the observed 
course of such a meteor is traced backward 
far enough, either in imagination in the star 
depths, or ona map or globe, it” will be 
found to pass through Perseus. If the path 
of a meteor, 80 prolonged beyond its ober: 
ed range, should not pass ugh Perseus, 
then the observer may be full sure that 
whatever system that meteor belongs to, it 
is not one of St, Lawerence’s Tears, or, in 
the drier style of the astronomer, it isnot a 
Perseid. 

The non-astronomical observer will ask, 
just here, how he is to tind Perseus'in the 
sky. Fortunately itis easy to direct him, 
even without naming the Dipper, the pole 
star and other groups or stars which every- 
one is supposed to know, but of whichmany 
are profoundly ignorant. At about 9 in the

Stealing Knowledge- 


Mr. Morse, the inventor of the telegraph, 
was annoyed by infringements upon his 
tent, the defence of which entailed costly 
lawsuits, Ho advised inventors to keep 
their processes and machines secret, if they 
could, and work them themselves, or sell 
them to a powerful company, rich enough 
to indulge in suits at law for the protection 
of their rights. . 

Huntaman, the inventor of steel ingots, 
anticipated Mr Morse's advice as to secrecy 
by a hundred years. He was an English 
watchmaker, and his temper had been so 
tried by defective watch-springs, that ho 
determined to make his own steel and his 
own springs. 

He discovered, after several experiments, 
that a piece of steel if melted and cast into 
an ingot, would be uniform throughout, 
He offered steel ingots for sale, and such was 
the demand for them that he built a factory 
to produce them, The process was kept @ 
secret, and his workmen were paid high wages 
‘and sworn not to reveal the method. 

One snowy night a stranger rang the bell of 
the factory gate, and appealed piteously to 
be admitted, to shelter himself from the 
storm. He was dreasod as a farm laborer,

Skeletons of the Great Auk. 


A St, John’s, Nfld., despatch says :— 
News has just been received here that tho 
cruise of the United States Fish Commission 
schooner Grampusa on the Newfoundland 
coast has been highly satisfactory in its 
results, One of the main objects of the 
expedition was to obtain skeletons of the 
great suk, a seabird larger than a goose, 
which was once found in myriads on the 
low rocky islands off the Eastern coast, and 
even out as far as the banks, For moro 
than half a century no specimen has been 
seen of this remarkable bird, and itis ‘want 
od” badly for scientific purposes, as in all 
the museums of the world only nine skele- 
tons are found. Prof. Baird despatched 
tho Grampusto search Funk Island, where 
three skeletons were found many years ago. 
Funk Island lies 30 miles from t eo mainland 
exposed to the syell of the Atlantic, There 
is no harbor or cove, and it is only possible 
to land on it from a boat in very calm 
weather by leaping on one of the narrow 
lodges of rocks, Itis about half a mile in 
length, bare, rocky, and without water, At 
certain places are guano deposits formed in 
bygone ages, and the hope was that buried 
in these heaps were skelotona of the great 
auk, still well preserved. A safo landing 
was effocted by the scientific party, which 
spont two days on tho island. Capt, Col- 
lins forwards tho intelligence that the 
camo away entirely satisfied with the col- 
lection made, They beliove they secured 
specimens of everything on the inland— 
animal, mineral and vegetablo, It is thus 
evident the Smithsonian Institution will be 
ourichod by rare prizes, ‘The researches o! 
te Grampus will continue northward as’ far 
as Labrador, In addition to dredilsg and 
collecting nataral history specimens as 
Collins is. charged with the duty of verify. 
ing reports of the Seat mackerel off
